AAA TAX “PYRAMIDING® 
DENOUNCED BY DEEN 


Georgian Protests to Wal- 
lace on Price Profiteering 
in State. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS, 

WASHINGTON, July 9.—WNSecre- 
tary of Agriculture Wallace today was 
called upon by Representative Bras- 
well Deen, of Géorgia, to take imme- 
diate steps to prevent “unjustifiable” 
pyramiding of the processing tax on 
cotton and other staple products by 
wholesalers aud retail merchants. 

The Georgian characterized pyra- 
miding which, he says, was nation- 
wide, as unfair to the consumer and 
a brand of profiteering that was sky- 
rocketing prices to a point where pros- 
pective purcnasers of necessities could 
not afford tu buy. 

Although Mr Deen emphasized he 
did not believe all merchants, whole- 
salers, jobbers, retailers and commis- 
sion merchants were taking advantage 
of the processing tax to gouge the 
consumer, he did say citizens of his 
congressional district and throughout 
the state of Georgia were constantly 
calling to his attention the fact they 
were being subjected to profiteering

in the sale o* products derived from 

the various commodities to which the 

processing tax is applicable. 
Purpose of Letter. 

The purpose of his letter to the sec- 
retary, he declared, was to protest 
against this pyramiding, which has re- 
sulted in the consumer having to pay 
outrageously high prices. He pointed 
out the agricultural adjustment act, 
which was passed by the 73d con- | 
gress, gives the secretary ample pow- 
er and authority to deal with the 
situation and that if officials of the 
agricultural department will give full 
publicity to the processing tax provi- 
sion of the AAA act the profiteering 
now so prevalent could be reduced to 
a minimum. 

As an illustration of the basis upon 
which he justifies his complaint of 
countrywide profiteering, Mr. Deen 
cited the following: 

“A commission agent sells a giveu 
amount of cloth to a wholesale firm 
at 15 cents a yard plus the process- 
ing tax of 4.2 cents a yard. The 
wholesaler in turn, instead of figuring 
his 10 per cent profit on the cost of 
15 cents a yard and then adding the 
processing tax of 4.2 cents a yard, 
figures his 10 per cent profit on the 
15 cents per yard cost plus the 4.2 
cent processing tax, or a 10 per cent 
profit on a cost basis of 19.2 cents. 
The retail merchant then figures his 
profit of 20 per cent on the cost per 
yard, which cost to him represents the 
original cost plus pyramiding of the 
processing tax to the second degree. 
When the retail merchant has figured 
hig profit on the total cost of clotn 
to him, the processing tax has been 
pyramided to the third degree and the 
consumer, instead of paying the va- 
rious cost charges of the cloth plus 


profit and processing tax, pays not 
4.2 cents processing tax, but around 
7.8 cents processing tax, which has| 
been pyramided to the third degree 
accumulated during the various trans-| 
actions.” 

Recently Representative Deen’ con- 
ferred at length with Prue Savoy, le- 
gal adviser to the AAA, calling his 
attention to the fact the public gen- 
erally does not understand what is 
meant by paying processing taxes as 
contained in Section 9 (E) of the 
Agricultural Adjustment Act.

Scores Mercenary Individ- 
uals Who Advertise 
Worthless Cures. 


NEW YORK, July 9.—()—Ex- 
istence of a “great American cancer 
racket” is reported by Albert Soiland, 
M. D., of Los Angeles, to the Pan- 
American Medical Association. 

“Institutions governed by profit 
seeking,” he says, “and wholly mer- 
cenary individuals are advertising 
throughont the land cures for cancer 
by methods which belong to the Dark 
Ages. 

“There are in use fearsome caustic 
pastes and other devilish contrap- 
tions, with which to destroy warts, 
moles, and other surface growths of 
more or less serious nature, and even 
advanced cancer of the breast. 

“These efforts produce, of course, 
a painful destruction of a great many 
perfectly innocent lesions, but usually 
fail in a cure of real malignant le- 
sions. 

“The medical profession is not en- 
tirely blameless, for there are al- 
together too many who, knowing bet- 
ter, will keep, helpless patients in a 
hopeful frame of mind by giving pills, 
potions and injections of all sorts, 
knowing full well of the total inade- 
quacy of such agents to effect a cure 
or even attain a reasonable degree of 
palliation.” 

As a plan to beat the “cancer rack- 
et,” Dr. Soiland proposes a central 
bureau of cancer study and research, 
with branches widely distributed, and 
restriction of treatment to persons 
qualified by specified authorities.

country 58 years ago with his favorite 
son, worked with him in the blazing 
hot steel mills and saw him rise to a 
place of power in American politics, 
is dead. ’ .

The elder Davis died at the ase of 
83 after a week's illness at his’ home- 
stead in the community he chose’ for 
his family upon arriving in 1877 with 
James from Tredgar, Wales. James 
was then only four years old. 

Three years after their arrival, 
Mrs. Davis and her six other children 
followed the husband to Sharon, 
where he had obtained employment. 

It was here that “Jim” Davis was 
given a start in life by his father. 
They were here only a month when 
the son landed a*job at $1.25 a month 
to herd. cows to and from a pasture. 

_From that time on, encouraged by 
his father, the younger Davis moved 
forward tirelessly. and worked at any 
small job he could find. 

At the age of 11, young “Jim” left 
school and got a “real job’—for 50 
cents a day in a nail factory. It 
was not long before he was working 
side by side with his father:in the 
mills. At , he was competent 
enough to handle a furnace and he- 
came known as “Puddler” Jim. 

Friends of Senator Davis say he 
must have worked in some 50 mills 
at one time or another during his 
lifetime. His father spent most of the 
years in Sharon, living to see “Pud-

Jute-Cotton Argument Goes On; | 


Linder Renews Blast at Wallace 


What is jute and what is cotton? 

That was a puzzling question yes- 
terday, a question brought about by 
the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture’s claim that a sample sent 
them by Commissioner of Agriculture 
Tom Linder, which he claimed to be 
jute, was cotton after all. 

Linder sent the sample to Wash- 
ington to show that jute was being 
made into cloth and sold in Atlanta, 
while processed taxed cotton was not 
in demand. 

The Department of Agriculture’s 
chemist claims the sample was cotton. 

Linder stuck to his guns yesterday 
and found an ally in Governor Tal- 
madge, who said: 

“If Tom Linder said the stuff was 
was made from jute, he probably was 
correct. Tom has been handling cot- 
ton and jute long enough to know the 
difference,” 

Linder issued another statement, 
flaying Secretary of Agriculture Wal- 
lace and his policies. 


In it he said: | 

“The sample of jute that I sent 
to Washington was advertised as jute, 
was sold as jute, and anyone familiar 
in the least with cotton could’ feel 
of this material and tell from its 
hard, woody feel that it was not cot- 
ton—it had to be jute or some other 
woody material. Nobody has ever 
seen cotton that felt like wood. 

“Mr. Wallace tells the farmers of 
Iowa that they can rent part of their 
land to the government and then if 
they will buy their seed from Wal- 
lace they can make as much corn on 
part of the land as they could on 
all of it if tiey planted their own 
seed. In other words, he is telling 
them how to fleece the government so 
as to make a profit for Wallace.

NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS

PROTECTION WASHINGTON, July 9.—Stranger things may have 
happened in Washington than those now happening 

on the wealth-tax plan, but, if so, no one can now remember when, It 

may be the heat, and then again it may be the stupidity. | 

The latest chapter in this serio-comic mystery story hinges on the 
appearance of Treasury Secretary Morgenthau before the house ways and 
means committee. He was supposed to offer the new plan, but when 
asked about it, he apparently’ had never heard of it. He declined to say 
how much additional revenue the treasury wanted, if any. He refused 
to hint at what rates he expected. All he bnew about taxes was what 
he read in the President’s message. 

This left the poor old republicans flabbergasted. No one ever tells 
them what is going on inside. They tried to ask questions, but the 
democrats leaped at them with charges that they were trying to oppose 
taxes on the wealthy. This led to political debates which placed the 
meeting on a level with the average meeting of a small town council. 
‘Mr. Morgenthau stood on one foot or the other, saying nothing. 

It looked almost as if the democratic committee members had en- 
tered into a conspiracy to protect Mr. Morgenthau against saying any- 
thing. That is exactly what happened. 


DEMANDS The inside story dates back to a conferenge at the White 
House a few days earlier (July 4). The democratic com- 
mitteemen (Doughton, Hill, Cullen, Cooper) filed into the President’s 
study on that occasion with perplexed brows. They tried to be defer- 
ential, but hinted broadly that the President’s wealth-tax idea was some- 
what “ridiculous.” In fact, they are supposed to have used that exact 
word, but in a less offensive way, something to the effect that the idea 
placed them in a “ridiculous” position. 4 
Their contention was that the rates suggested by Senator Harrison 
for the administration would raise only $134,000,000 (not $340,000,- 
000 as Harrison contended, or $110,000,000, as some of the house 
members have estimated). They did not object to breaking up big for- 
tunes or confiscating big incomes. But they believed a more logical 
revenue excuse for such a step should be devised. They knew that the 
only place to raise more revenue was in the lower class of taxpayers, 
the middlemen, the successful business executives, doctors, lawyers, the 
people who receive good salaries. 
Therefore they demanded an extension of President Roosevelt’s plan 


to include these. 

CONCESSIONS It is said the President was cool to this suggestion. 
As they understood it, what he wanted was to break 

up the big fortunes, to start taxing bigness among corporations. Ap- 

parently he did not have revenue in mind at all, and did not care par- 

ticularly about it. Neither did he care about soaking-the-successful more 

heavily. His position was the same as in his message. 

But the congressmen insisted there had to be more than social re- 
form in the new tax program. For once they won an argument with 
the President. At léast they now think they won it. 

_ All they base their conclusions on is the fact that the President half- 
raised both hands to a level of his shoulders and shrugged as if to say: 
“All right, if you insist,” but he actually said nothing. The only thing 
he insisted on was that congress do nothing to the bill to destroy the 
popular belief that it is an administration measure. 


DEAL Mr. Morgenthau’s recalcitrance as a witness fits into this pic- 

ture right here: He was present at the conference and natu- 
rally shared the Presidential viewpoint rather than the congressional view- 
point. He went even further and declined outright to appear before the 
ways and means committee. ; 

His reluctance is easily understandable because the committee was 
taking the matter out of White House and treasury hands. In view of 
this situation, he pointed out he could not say anything, if he did testify. 

Committee members. would not stand for that. They said it was the 
custom for the treaSury secretary to appear. He must appear. They 
promised to fend off any embarrassing questions if he would just come 
up and offer a few vague observations. That is what happened.

and Streams Let me tell you, writes Mrs. J. H., 


that if any mother has a child with 
a rupture and will make a band ex- 
actly as you described, the child will 
not need any operation. 


Last March my son, aged 7 years, 
came home from school with a rup- 
tured appendix. He was green and 
vomiting. He was rushed to 
hospital. After four weeks they sent 
him to hospital with measles. 
While there he got blood poisoning 
from a hypodermic needle. He had 
pneumonia and mastoiditis as soon as 
he came home, and was operated on 
for the mastoiditis at hospital. 
When he was well enough to come 
home he had a bad rupture and they 
said I should bring him back later. 
But I made the belt exactly as you 
described. I made a pocket in the 
bandage and sewed the top from a 
tomato can inside the pocket. I cov- 
ered the tin with lamb’s wool, punch- 
around the edge and 
sewed binding tape around, which 
does away with adhesive plaster. On 
the outside of the pocket I sewed 
three smali steels from an old cor- 
set, then three longer ones down 
the front. In the back I put four 
straps of the strongest elastic web- 
bing and fastened with safety pins. 
You see I had two ruptures to hold 
back, one of them a sliding rupture. 

At the end of three weeks I took 
him back to the hospital. The doctors 
there decided he was too weak for op- 
eration. They saw the belt and said 
it was a wonderful idea. They told 
me to bring him back in a month, 
but he might outgrow it with that 
belt on. When I reported this to 
my family doctor he said they were 
kidding, that no one ever was cured 
without an operation. 

Well, about two months later my 
son had bronchitis. When the doc- 
tor came he could not believe his eyes, 
said the rupture had healed complete- 
ly. And so it had, for the boy has 
had no further sign of it, and we 
discarded the belt some time ago. 

Some years ago I said in this col- 
umn: “As for alleged cures of rup- 
ture by trusses, injections and simi- 
lar novelties, the Jess said the better.”

The crested mynah is not a bird 
familiar to us here in Georgia but 
it is interesting for all that and I 
want to tell you one of the funniest 


things you ever heard about a bird. 
So if you will pardon my leaping 
over to the Pacific coast for a few 
minutes, to Vancouver, British Co- 
lumbia, if you please, I will tell you 
one I was told a few nights ago. 

I was in- Dr. Einarsen’s room in a 
downtown hotel, talking with him 
about variou. problems of local wild- 
life. Dr. Einarsen, I should explain, 
is one of the wildlife experts of the 
bureau of biologica] survey. He has 
rambled from the Arctie Circle to 
Mexico and knows whereof he speaks. 
When he tells an unusual story it 
is truly unusual, and you can bet 
your hat it’s true. 

At any rate, after we had discussed 
the grouse and the introduction of 
exotic species, he began,telling me 
stories about the birds of. other places. 
He told me the one about the spar- 
rows nesting over electric light bulbs 
on all-night signs and bringing off 
their broods in February in that 
northern latitude. Then while we 
were on the subject of exotic species, 
he mentioned the crested mynah, or 
Chinese starling. 

This species was introduced on the 
west coast some years back but has 
not shown the tendency to spread 
widely that the European starling 
has shown all too strongly. It is es- 
tablished in one small section of Brit- 
ish Columbia and is seen also over 
the international line in this country. 
During the summer. according to Dr. 
Einarsen’s story, the mynahs nest 
cut in the forests, choosing especial- 
ly cut-over lands, where plenty of 
dead timber stands. They often choose 
woodpecker holes, 60 feet above the 
ground. Here they lead a perfectly 
normal bird existence. en comes 
winter and the birds flock to the 
cities: Here they live like the other 
street urchins such as sparrows. 

They are not migratory in the true 
sense of the word (especial attention 
of Messrs. Giles and Eyles is hereto 
requested), but do move in from the 


months in the city, where they are 
the despair of the downtown shop- 
owners. The birds get wet and then 
fly to an electrie sign, where they 
touch the hot electric lamps and ex- 
plode them.

I ask these questions not for in- 
formation, having learned the answers 
at great expense in years gone by, but 
merely to suggest a line of public 
instruction which should be considered 
in Illinois at this time, 


Ernest Burgess, a professor who 
teaches sociology in the University of 
Chicago, John D. Rockefellers old 
school, has proposed in all serious- 
hess that all forms of gambling be 
legalized. The proposal itself, issuing 
from the University of Chicago, might 
seem frivolous, even scandalous, at 
first glimpse. But these are strange 
times. 


A. A. Stagg has withdrawn his 
pious influence from the Midway and, 
in New York, Mr, Rockefeller’s son, 
young John, is proprietor of a roof 
garden intimately known to the night- 
side of the town, At this rate of 
progress it is hardly inconceivable 
that in some future day, the law per- 
mitting, persons of sporting blood 
might find an opportunity to go 
against the wheel, the bird-cage and 
the bank in the roof garden. After 
all, they do go against his champagne, 
and who would have predicted that 10 
years ago? 

However, for the moment I am 
considering the problems of the peo- 
ple of Illinois should they find them- 
selves suddenly emancipated. There 
is a curious vanity ‘in Americans 
which gives all the males to believe 
that they are born fist-fighters and 
most men and women to suppose that 
in gambling they possess some na- 
tural instinct. 


The truth is that most of the men 
are right-hand swingers who shut their 
eyes and hope that their opponents 
in their casual rows are even worse 
than themselves and that only a few 
habitual gamblers know the quick 
and complex combinations of the cards 
and dice. 


Betting It is not uncommon, for 
A example, in the gambling 
Blindly. rooms of Europe, Cuba 
and Florida for Americans 
to bet against themselves in the game 
of hazard, and there are comparatively 
few who have schooled themselves in 
the tables of probabilities which oper- 
ate in craps and poker. These chances 
can be reduced to formula and learn- 
ed by heart. 


But the action is fast, the hand is 
quicker than the eye, which, in turn, 
is quicker than the, mind and the 
victim often finds himself betting 
blindly, too vain to acknowledge his 
ignorance by asking questions and too 
eager to wait until he can be sure 
what he is doing with his money. 

The school system teaches the on- 
coming generations of citizens the 
fundamentals of commerce, starting 
with the one about Johnny dividing 
an apple into four parts. The news- 
papers in recent years have given se- 
rial lessons in the various systems of 
the game of bridge, the stylish subur- 
ban game, 


But craps and poker, roulette, 
black-jack, the cage, the bank and 
the paddle-wheel all have been ignored 
by a conspiracy of silence which pre- 
tends that they don’t exist and leaves 
the victims ignorant and unprepared. 
It is thus with many facts of life.

enry Fisher’s Stud Poker Blue Book 
and the Encyclopaedia Britannica. 
But there you are. As hitherto ob- 
served, people study business and 
bridge but assume that they need no 
teaching in the problems which arise 
around a crap table with their money 
at stake. 


What is a round book? What is a 
Dutch book? How does a bookmaker 
balance his prices as he deals his 
business in the hubbub of the erowd 
as post time approaches? Does the 
University of Chicago offer a course 
of instruction for students desiring to 
become bookmakers? 

And if, as I assume, the university 
doesn’t offer this teaching, where 
could better professors be found than 
in the ring which now operates under 
the law at the race tracks of New 
York? Nominations would seem to 
be in order. 

Does the University of Chicago 
teach an approved roulette system or 
attempt to explain why No. 17 pos- 
sesses a peculiar fascination for so 
many instinctive punters and so often 
betrays them? Perhaps the people 
ought to be taught the truth about 
No. 17, if there is any truth in the 
number which has mocked so many 
dreams of avarice,

victims unprepared into the remorse- 
less gadgets and grinds which take 
the flesh off their bones and even re- 
duce the bones to powder if they 
stay? 


Page One of the old mottoes of 
poker has it that the secrets 
of success are Lying and Ly- 
ing in Wait, a phrase which 
would look well on the walls of the 
public school rooms when mother 
hands Sonny her last two bucks and 
sends him down to the corner store 
to win the rent in the stud game.

to whether his jacks up are betting 
into the midst of three tens across the 
table or merely facing tens over treys. 
Or could he be challenging kings 
over tens. Courage is not much good 
of itself alone in these conditions and 
mother may slap the hell out of our 
hero if he bets himself out of money 
when he should have watched the 
cards which are folded under by the 
other athletes around the board to 
observe the prob&bilities. 

The questions are infinite in num- 
ber and variety and there is no dis- 
puting the fact that a people who 
are invited to gamble as a civie duty 
(the public purse gets a kitty, you 
understand) should have the advant- 
age of expert coaching.

We still believe that the right sys- 
a or the right plan or the right law will make us all prosperous and 

appy. 

As you watch the launching and the shipwreck of one Utopian 
ae after another, do you begin to realize why all of them come to 
grie 

There may be structural faults in the schemes, but that isn’t the 
explanation. 

lf you could devise an ideal and flawless plan for the moral and 
economic redemption of America—a plan that would insure justice and 
prosperity and security for every person in the land, rich and poor, old 
and young, fit and unfit—it would promptly and inevitably fail, 

Why? Simply for want of the right men to make it work. 

Our natural and pathetic mistake is in the assumption that we suffer 
because our system isn’t right, whereas the sad truth is that we suffer 
because men aren’t right. | 

Any scheme men have tried, whether the absolute monarchy of a 
Nero or the simple communism of Christ’s disciples, would work today 
if the right kind of people would try to make it work. 

New systems fail, whatever their merit, because they must be directed 
by men and the men chosen to direct them are unequal to the task. They 
are selfish men with a thirst for glory, power or money, or they are in- 
competent theorists. And their helpers and the private persons whose 
co-operation they must have in order to succeed are equally selfish and 
equally incapable of subordinating their own interests to the public good. 

Idealistic schemes require ideal people. They fail because they are 
better than human nature, It isn’t a better plan we need, but a more in- 


telligent effort to develop better men. * |

Jurist Rules 5th Offense 
Makes It Habit, Cites

NEW YORK, July 9—(UP)— 
State Supreme Court Justice Meiler 
Steinbrink believes “‘a woman can be 
seduced but once.’’

There are many excellent card ay; 
ers who believe that on all doubtful 
game hands it is worthwhile risking a 
three no-trump contract. They rea- 
son that at no-trump the defense is 
more likely to slip and make the de- 
clarer a present of a decisive trick. 
This policy may be sound when play- 
ing against weak opponents but 
against good players it is likely to 
cost more than it will ever gain. 

The following deal produced the 
story of an unsound game contract 
in no-trump which almost paid rich 
dividends, bat which was supported 
by perfect leads on the part of the 
defenders.

The spade suit was 
now solid if West could ever obtain 
the lead, and Fast knew this. The 
question was how to put West back 
in the lead. 

An unimaginative player would au- 
tomatically have led a diamond to- 
ward dummy’s weakness. In __ fact, 
this was exactly the variation that 
South was hoping for. He could have 
taken a diamend lead and _finessed 
the club, losing the finesse but set- 
ting up a total of nine tricks. 


East was equal to the careful 
thought demaeded by the 
South could hardly have bid no-trump 
with nothing in spades unless his dia- 
monds were well nigh solid.
